Idema has a criminal history that includes 58 counts of 
wire fraud resulting in a 36 month federal prison sentence. A 
Cooperating Witness advised that Idema has solicited money for 
relief charities for the purpose of funding his hunt for Osama 
Bin Laden. In the past, Idema has presented himself as a parole 
officer, police officer and employed by the United States 
Government.

Jonathan Keith Idema was not

of the U.S. special forces; Ed Caravallo, 
i a journalist; and Brent Bennett, who 
! gave no profession. Mr. Idema, formerly 
j of Fayetteville, said he intended to call 
' high-level Afghan officials, generals, corps 
i commanders and ambassadors in his 

I 
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defense and said he had been 
working with Afghan and U.S. 
forces, contentions that Afghan 
and U.S. officials have denied. 

“We were working directly 
with them and for them,” Mr. 
Idema said, referring to the offi- 
cials he said he wanted to call as 
witnesses. 

Mr. Idema, 48, has long said he 
participated in secret missions as 
a veteran of the Army’s elite 
forces, The News & Observer of 
Raleigh reported Sunday. 

Some describe him as honest 
and passionately patriotic. 
Others paint him as someone 
given to illusions of grandeur. In 
the words of U.S. District Judge 
Terrence Boyle, who presided 
over Mr. Idema’s 1994 fraud trial 
in North Carolina: “I think insan- 
ity might have been his best de- 
fense.” 

In the 1994 case, Mr. Idema 
was accused of setting up a shell 
company to acquire more than 
$200,000 worth of goods to prop 
up a failing business selling 
paintball and quasi-military sup- 
plies. He was convicted and sen- 
tenced to four years in jail. 

During the fraud case, Judge 
Boyle ordered a mental evalua- 
tion of Mr. Idema, who was diag- 
nosed with a personality disor- 
der. 


Throughout the trial, Mr. 
Idema courted media attention, 
an unusual tendency for a man of 
his military pedigree. 

“That’s going to be the death 
of him,” said Patricia Dawn Glos- 
son, his former girlfriend, who 
was also sentenced to prison in 
the fraud case. “He likes his 
name in lights. You can’t be in 
black ops whenever you’ve got a 
big mouth. It’s like having an af- 
fair and screaming it all over the 
neighborhood.” 

At one point, he sued Steven 
Spielberg over the 1997 movie 
The Peacemaker. He claimed the 
Special Forces operative played 
by George Clooney was modeled 
on him. A judge dismissed Mr. 
Idema’s claim and ordered him to 
pay $267,079 in attorney fees. 

After the Sept. 11, 2001, ter- 
rorist attacks, Mr. Tdema went to 
Afghanistan, where he said he 
worked as an adviser to Northern 
Alliance fighters. I 

Although Sunday’s hearing 
was just a preliminary proceed- 
ing to explain the charges to the . 
defendants, including four Af- 
ghans arrested with the three 
Americans, Mr. Idema spoke for 
two hours. 

Since his arrival several 
months ago, he contended, he 
had captured a high-level Taliban 
security official and handed him 
over to U.S. forces at Bagram Air 
Base. He also said he had un- 
covered a plot by supporters of 
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al-Qaeda, the Taliban and Gul- 
buddin Hekmatyar, a warlord 
who is being sought on criminal 
charges, to assassinate the Af- 
ghan education minister, Yunus 
Qanooni,. and the defense minis- 
ter, Marshal Muhammad Qasim 
1 Fahim, and to blow up fuel tank- 
ers in the U.S. and NATO mili- 
tary headquarters. 

He said that he worked for a 
, secret counterterrorist unit 
directly responsible to the P enta- 
gon and that .the U.S. Embassy 
would not know of his activities. 
He said he fought beside anti- 
Taliban forces in 2001 and re- 
turned to Afghanistan this year. 

He denied mistreating prison- 
ers and said he only held sus- 
pects in his house until he could 
deliver them to U.S. or Afghan 
forces. 

Mr. Caravallo, wearing a black - 
T-shirt, said he had come to fol- 
low Mr. Idema’s unit around, 
with the aim of writing a journal- 
istic account. Mr. Bennett, who 
was younger and wore a U.S. mil- 
itary T-shirt, looked anxious and 
did not speak to the court. Nor 
did the Afghan defendants. 

Mr. Idema, who answered 
questions from the judge and 
prosecutor for the whole group, 


said the four Afghans arrested 
with him included two interpret- 
ers, a housecleaner and gardener 
and a man who had come to him 
for a job as a guard. 

Violence continued in Af- 
ghanistan on Sunday. A 45-year- 
old woman was killed in a rocket 
attack on the east side of Kabul, 
near the U.S. Embassy com- 
pound. Neighbors said the wom- 
an, who was hit by shrapnel while 
in her house, died en route to the 
hospital. 

Mr. Idema and the others 
were arrested in a raid on a pri- 
vate house in a central district of 
Kabul after the U.S. military is- 
sued a media advisory that a man 
calling himself Jonathan K. Idema 
was suspected of representing 
himself as a U.S. government 
and/or military official. “Idema 
does not represent the American 
government, and we do not em- 
ploy him,” the notice said. 

Mr. Idema’s military records 
were not available, though U.S. 
court documents report he had 
an honorable discharge from the 
military. But he was not permit- 
ted to re-enlist after his three- 
year stint was up in 1978, accord- 
ing to court records. 

Mr. Idema said in an aside that 


his real name was Jack, and that 
Jonathan was his father’s name. 

U.S. officials have said that Mr. 
Idema and'his group were posing 
as a U.S. special forces counter- 
terrorist unit to wage their own 
war against terror, or to win favor 
in U.S. government or military 
circles by catching terror sus- 
pects. 

The police found eight Af- 
ghans being held prisoner in Mr. 
Idema’s house. The prisoners 
had been there for about 12 days, 
the police said. 

In front of three judges and 
three prosecutors, sitting on 
sofas in the small room, Judge 
Abdul Baset Bakhtiari asked the 
Americans if they wanted to de- 
fend themselves and how long 
they would need to prepare their 
defense. He handed out a list of 
the charges, saying the Ameri- 
cans would have time to translate 
it to English and read it. The trial 
was set for Wednesday.' 

Mr. Idema named Mr. Qanooni 
and his brother, Haji Ibrahim, 
who is Mr. Qanooni’s chief of se- 
curity, among his possible wit- 
nesses. Mr. Idema said he and his 
, unit had uncovered a Taliban plot 
to assassinate Mr. Qanooni, and 
that Mr. Ibrahim had been pres- 


ent when they carried out a raid 
and arrested an important sus- 
pect. 

Mr. Qanooni declined to com- 
ment on Mr. Idema or any assas- 
sination plot, and said he fol- 
lowed the government’s view of 
the case. Mr. Ibrahim, speaking 
through an aide, denied that he 
was present at the raid or any 
arrests. “His words are nothing 
but air,” he said of Mr. Idema. 

A presidential spokesman, 
Jawed Ludin, said the govern- 
ment’s preliminary investigation 
had shown that the three Ameri- 
cans were acting outside the law. 
“For example they imprisoned 
some people, which is against the 
law, and also our investigation 
has shown that these men had no 
connection with officials inside or 
outside of Afghanistan,” he said. 

“We are forging'agovemment 
here, and only the highest gov- 
ernment authority is entitled to 
solve ministers’ problems or to 
decide what to do,” Mr. Bakhtiari 
told Mr. Idema. “Afghanistan is 
not a forest that any animal can 
behave how it wants.”

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Three Americans Found Guilty Of Torturing 
Afghans In Private Jail

KABUL, Afghanistan — Three Americans accused of torturing Afghans in a 
private jail were found guilty Wednesday in a Kabul court after a trial denounced 
by the defense as failing to meet basic international standards of fairness.

The three-judge panel sentenced accused ringleader Jonathan Idema, a former 
soldier with a past fraud conviction, and his right-hand man, Brent Bennett, both 
of Fayetteville, N.C., to 10 years in jail. New York journalist Edward Caraballo 
received an eight-year term. Four Afghan accomplices were also convicted and 
sentenced to terms ranging from one to five years. 

Presiding Judge Abdul Baset Bakhtyari issued the unanimous verdict after a 7-1/2- 
hour session in which the defense argued that the war-battered Afghan justice 
system did not guarantee basic rights. 

The judge had indicated he might give the defense more time to make its case but 
apparently changed his mind after letting lawyers for the men show several 
videotapes they said attested to their innocence. 

Idema, who attended each hearing wearing sunglasses and khaki fatigues bearing 
a U.S. flag, denounced the decision as a throwback to the times of the hard-line 
Taliban movement. 


"It's the same sick Taliban judges, the same sick sense of justice," Idema said as 
he was led, handcuffed, out of the courtroom. 

"I knew that the American government wasn't going to help me," he added. 


He said he planned to appeal. 


The men were arrested July 5 after Afghan security forces raided a house in 
downtown Kabul and discovered eight Afghans who said they had been tortured as 
part of the Americans' freelance hunt for terrorists. 
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was produced, and there was little cross-examination. 

The Americans had faced up to 20 years in jail on charges of kidnapping, torture, 
theft and illegal entry into Afghanistan. In announcing his verdict, Bakhtyari did 
not outline precisely what charges the men were found guilty of. 

The defense drew heavily on video shot by Caraballo, a journalist who says he was 
making a documentary on America's war on terrorism. 

Video shown in court shows the group being greeted at Kabul Airport by the 
airport director and the city police chief - evidence the defense said showed that 
they did not come to Afghanistan illegally but instead had official support for their 
mission. 

The three said their entry was arranged personally by Afghanistan's ambassador 
to India, a senior member of the Northern Alliance who has known Idema for 
several years, although they acknowledged not having official visas. 

"It's ridiculous to claim they entered illegally under these circumstances," defense 
lawyer Robert Fogelnest said. 

Fogelnest also argued that the Afghan legal system was so badly devastated by 
more than two decades of war that it wasn't fit to carry out the trial. 

This entire proceeding "doesn't meet international standards and should be 
halted," he said, but was quickly cut off by Bakhtyari, who insisted he stick to 
discussing the charges against his clients. 

"Come to the point, if you have any arguments," the judge said. 

Idema claims to have unearthed a plot to bomb the main American military base 
north of Kabul and assassinate Afghan leaders. In an interview with The 
Associated Press, he also claimed to be hot on the trail of Osama bin. Laden. 

The U.S. military in Afghanistan has admitted receiving a prisoner from Idema and 
holding him for about two months. NATO forces also cooperated briefly with the 
three, sending explosives experts to assist in three armed arrest raids in the 
Afghan capital. 

But Idema has since been denounced by the alliance and the American military as 
an impostor, and disowned by Afghan leaders and the Defense Department, where 
he claims to have high-level contacts. 

Several of the group's former prisoners have told the court they were beaten, 
burned with scalding water and deprived of food and sleep. 

Idema says the prisoners were subjected to "standard interrogation techniques" — 
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but no abuse. 
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US vigilantes jailed in Afghanistan 

An Afghan court has sentenced three Americans to between eight and 10 years in prison for 
illegally running a private jail and torturing suspects in a "private war on terror". 

Jonathan Idema and Brent Bennett received 10-year terms while co-defendant Edward 
Carabello was handed an eight-year term by the special tribunal in Kabul which has been 
hearing the case since mid- August. 

They were accused of kidnapping, jailing and torturing at least eight Afghans as part of a 
"private war on terror". 

Their four Afghan accomplices were sentenced to between one and five years in prison. 

Before the verdict, lawyers for the US defendants said they would appeal. 

The trio were arrested in July for allegedly running a private prison and counter-terrorism 
operation in west Kabul and jailing and torturing at least eight Afghans. 

Since court proceedings commenced on August 16, Idema has claimed that he was carrying 
out genuine anti-terrorist operations in coordination with the US Defence Department and 
Afghan authorities, a claim denied by both governments. 

US media have described Idema as a bounty hunter. 

International troops deployed in Afghanistan have confirmed that they assisted Idema on 
three separate raids, presuming him to be a member of the US special forces. 

The US-led coalition also said it had taken into custody a man presented by Idema as a 
terrorist suspect but had later released the man. 


The case has illuminated the shadowy world of private security contractors in Afghanistan 
and strengthened calls by rights groups for the US-led military t o open its detention centres 
to independent inspection. 1

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Court dismisses Idema lawsuit 


Man still jailed in Afghanistan 
when case came to trial in N.C.

Imprisoned soldier of fortune 
Jonathan Keith Idema was not 
able to make a court date this 
week in Cumberland County and 
a civil lawsuit against seven peo- 
ple was subsequently dismissed, 
a lawyer for several defendants 
said Friday. 

Mr. Idema is in a Kabul, Af- 
ghanistan prison and maintained 
in documents f submitted last 
month to Cumberland County 
Superior Court that he is a pris- 
oner of war. He was arrestedlast 
year in Kabul. Officials allege 
that he and two other Americans 
posed as government officials 


and illegally imprisoned an inno- 
cent group of Afghani men for 
days. 

Mr. Idema came to Wil- 
mington in the summer of 2000 
to support the cause of retired 
Army Col. George Maracek, con- 
victed that same year of the 1991 
murder of his wife, Viparet, while 
they vacationed near Fort 
Fisher, He and another man set 
up a “Free Marecek” headquar- 
ters in retail Space on Princess 
Street. Mr. Maracek was re- 
leased from prison in 2003. 

In recent years, Mr. Idema 
stirred controversy about his 
credibility as a media source on 
terrorism-related issues. He was 
a central figure in Robin Moore's 


2003 best-selling book The Hunt 
for Bin Laden before his convic- 
tion in 2004 by an Afghan court of 
kidnapping and detaining citizens 
in an illegal private jail. 

Mr. Idema has been used as a 
source by several influential me- 
dia outlets, in- 
cluding an ap- 
pearance on the 
CBS network's 
60 Minutes II 
program as an 
al-Qaida and 
Taliban expert.
